INSANITY DUE TO IT WHITE 
MEN BETTER 


VinclitiiJ, X. J.. Jnly 12.—A study of 


the inlliicncc of heredity in crime"and 
foeble-miiidednws is under way at the 
Xcw Jersey state training school for 
feeble-minded at this place. Dr. H. H. 
f.oddnrd is collecting the data. The re- 
sults are astounding. Through his field 
workers Dr. Goddard has traced scores 
of remarkable instances showing the po- 
tent part played by heredity. 


According to Dr. C,. L. Orion of the 


New Jersrey reformatory at Rahway. a 
study of 300 minute* showed 4S per cent 
of mental defectives, and one or both of 
the parent* showed feeble-mindedness 
or degeneracy. Tuberculosis, alcoholism 
and drut; addiction are common among 
the parents and there was a historv of 
crime in :i per cent of the cases. 


Epilepsy, too, isi distinctly hereditary, 


according to an investigation by Super- 
intendent Dr. David P. Weeks of the 
New Jersey state village for epileptics 
•it Skillinan. 


Tin; legislature has passed and the 


governor lias signed a law authorizing 
ii commission whose duty it shall be to 
Htop certain classes of defectives from 
brooding. The law has been attacked by 
ministers and is now hung up in the 
supreme court.

Hedges, missionary to Bolegne, Africa, 
supported by the First Christian church !

roiu America was established in Libvriu. 
Kv(-n now, after a lapse of more than :i 
century, a dialect of broken English i* 
«pokcn by some of the people of Liberia, 
nit had it not been for the missionark-.i 
and the protection of white HOvernmenU 
the colony would hae been lost entirely. 


Fled From Missionaries. 


"The natives did not lake to their 
lack brothers from across the seas and 
the newcomers were afraid of their jun- 
gle kin. The American negroes went into 
the forests, and, instead of progrcsMni, 
wont backward. 
In Liberia, however, 


among the negroes who had been eol- j 
onized from America, the work of the 
negro missionary was partlv success- 
ful. 


"Within 100 years our people in the 


Congo, the Bankundos, will be farther ad- 
vanced than the mass of the American 
negroes. 
Our people are on a higher 


plane mentally than were the ancestors 
of 'a large majority of the negroes in 
this country, who principally were from 
the Guinea coast. 


"The negrces captured and 
brought 


here in an early day were from Guinea 
principally for the reason that they were 
more easily obtained. 
It was on the 


Guinea coast the slaver flourished in his 
ill-famed traffic. It is true that in many 
instances slaves who were sold on the 
coast had been captured farther in the 
interior, but the African forests in those 
days were not favored by the slave hunt- 
ers. 
The Bankundos live 1,000 miles 


from the mouth of the Congo. 


Self-Government Seen. 


"I believe, in time, under the refmini; 


influence of government of benevolent 
intentions, such as the United States and 
Great Britain, the Bankundos will 
be 


able to establish self-government in a 
modified form. This, however, must be 
under the protectorate of a white govern- 
ment. 


"The worst evil we have to combat in 


the Congo is 'voodooism.' I suppose it is 
general in the African wilds. It is the 
lirst thing we campaign against. 
Our 


superior knowledge of medicines and the 
treatment of diseases aid greatly 
in 


tamping out this fiendish practice. 


"Voodooism is prevalent right here in 


America and the rites and ceremonies 
ire very similar to those practiced in 
IIP African jungle. American voodooism 
s but a. relic of jungle-days. It originated 
n Africa and was brought here by the 
slaves in an early day from their native 
and."

n little more than 135 per cent in the 
hist lifty years, the prevalence of the 
use of opium for illicit purposes in- 
•reused more tlinn .Til per cent, and 
this ducse not take into account those 
who have switched fiom opium to co- 
caine and morphine in the last ten 
ycnrs.

One of the three bills now pending 


the house imposes a tax on and 


the registration with the commissioner 
of internal revenue of every importer, 
exporter, producer, wholesale manufac- 
turing pharmacist, wholesale dealer, job- 
ber or manufacturer or retailer dealing 
in opium, morphine, coca leaves, cocaine, 
chloral, canabis and their 
derivatives, 


salts or preparations. The tax is ?50 on 
.;ill except retailers, who are taxed $10. 
The same bill imposes an internal rev- 
enue tax of $5 a pound upon opium, 
chloral and canabis, and one-quarter of 
a cent :i pound upon coca loaves. 


The bill dealing with interstate traffic 


in drugs aims to make possible the trac- 
ing from the time a drug leaves a bond- 
ed warehouse until it reaches the con- 
sumer of every fraction of an ounce. 
This, of course, will be possible only 
through co-operation with state anti- 
drug laws, but many commonwealths 
already have such laws. The bill makes 
it unlawful for any one to ship any of 
these drugs in interstate traffic from a 
bonded warehouse to any one who has 
not registered with the commissioner of 
internal revenue, and makes the re- 
ceiver equally liable with the consignor, 
where the idceiver is shown to have been 
aware of the contents of the shipment. 
It further provides for the distribution 
to state officers from the office of the 
commissioner of internal revenue of all 
records of shipments from these bonded 
warehouses that officers may keep' track 
of what drugs are being shipped into 
their respective territories and to whom 
the drugs are consigned. 


A Prohibitive Tax. 


The manufacture of opium for smok- 


ing purposes is practically prohibited by 
the imposition of a tax of 5200 a pound.

By the provisions of one bill "all smok- 
ing opium or opium prepared for smok- 
ing, 
which has not been manufactured 


in accordance with the internal revenue 
laws (imposing a tax of $200 a pound 
upon it) shall be presumed to have been 
imported after the first- of April, 1000 
(when the. law prohibiting the importa- 
tion of opium for smoking went into 
effect), and the burden of proof shall 
be on the claimant or accused to rebut 
such presumption." 


The passage of the bill aiming at in- 


ternational regulation of opium will, it 
is believed, accomplish its purpose most 
effectively. It provides that any person 
who shall receive or have in his posses- 
sion any smoking opium shall be sub- 
ject to the penalties of the law prohib- 
iting the importation of such drug. 


The clause intended to assist other 


countries in the suppression of traffic 
prohibits the bringing into the United 
States for transportation to other coun- 
tries of such drug or its shipment to 
another country: 


In each of the bills i? a. clause re- 


citing that none of its provisions shall 
be constructed as affecting the pure food 
and drugs act.

Who Brady Was and 


What He Did 


It Is not likely that any other 


photographer in this country will be 
favored again with such a monopoly 
of distinguished patronage as had 
Mathew B. Brady in the early 60's. 


To visit Washington or New York 


and not have a portrait made by him 
was to admit a lack of/means or ap. 
preciation, for Brady w.is pre-emi- 
nently the photographer oi his day in 
the United States. 


But Brady was 'above all things an 


artist, and when the first'gun of the 
war was fired be became eager to try 
out his genius on the field ot battle. 


By hard work with Lincoln and 


Stanton, lie secured special protec- 
tion from the Government for his big. 
Clumsy cameras and together with 
the United States Secret 
Service 


under Allan Pinkcrton, he set off 
with his men, his wagons and his 
cameras, and for four years he and 
his followers braved death to secure 
photographs of scenes of conflict, the 
dasb of cavalry, the clash of infantry, 
deeds of self-sacrifice arid heroism 
on sea and battlefield, in hospital, 
camp and prison. 


JMore Than Any One Soldier Saw 


Brady penetrated strange places 


and saw strange sights. Favored by 
the Secret Service, he and bis daring 
followers penetrated everywhere— 
from Florida to Pennsylvania, from 
Washington to New Orleans, from 
Mississippi to the sea —on board 
ships-of-war—on the battle-line—in 
prisons—in hospitals—in camp. 


The pictures Brady and these brave 


men 
took reveal "The Crimson 


Drama"—the war of brothet against 
brother—from start to finish. They 
deal with the human -side of the 
struggle—the pathos, the laughter, 
the tragedy, and even th« comedy of 
those four years.
